A dispatch recently forwarded to the 
Spanish Government by the Duke of Gram- 
mont has been made public. The Dake says 
Fiance hopes Spain will revounce the only 
candicatée for the throne who is altogether 
disagreeable.

The Emperor held a conference this even- 
ing with his Ministers of War, Navy, and 
Justice, Military measures are already men- 
tioned. Two corps of the army are to be 
made ready for immediate movement, Mar- 
shall Bozaine will command one, and General 
LeBrun the other. Marshal McMahon will 
ha ve an army, and General Lebouf will be eu- 
trugted with an important command, while 
Count Pollikie will take command of the 
troops to operate against Spaia. Active prep- , 
arations are going on at the seaports. 

One of the many reports in circulation 
u out Priace Leopoldt says he refused Prim’s 
ofler of the crowu twice, but his sister, the 
Duchess of Flanders, induced him finaliy to 
accept it.

When the war did come itgrew directly 
out of a struggle over the territories for 
sectional. power. All purpose of inter- 
fering with slavery in the States was sol- 
emnly repudiated by the Northern masses 
and by the leaders of the victorious party. 
Mr. LMcamn himself, in his debate with 
Dodos at Charleston, IIlinois, in 1858, 
emphatically denied the equality ot the 
races, and claimed superiority of political 
right for the white mau.

So far from fighting for the negro’s free- 
dom, the war was a callous but shrewd 
device of the protectionists to obtain what 
was unatiamable by other means, They 
methodically exasperated and alarmed the 
sensitive property tere of the South 
to the point of secession, expecting a re- 
bellion that could be put down m such a 
manner as would at once bring them an 
accession of power and create a 
war debt nécessitating a high tariff, which 
no country unburdened by public debt 
would ever permit. And it is in pursu- 
ance of the same selfish policy that they 
have enfranchised the negro, making a 
cat’s paw of him to pull chestnuts out of 
the fire. The part which they assign to 
bim in politics is full of cruelty and dan- 
ger to him. They require him to identity 
himseli with measures ot oppression lev- 
eled at those among whom he was born 
and among whom he expects to live and 
die. They require him to face the present 
and future consequences of all that dis- 
trust and enmity which no man can es- 
cape who is known as the tool of a non- 
resident party hostile to the interests and 
the feelings {of the locality in which he 


lives. 

If the North has so little claim upon the 
gratitude of the negro, how much less 
have the Radicals of Kentucky! Almost 
every man of them advocated the war tor 
the Union asa pro-slavery measure, and 
repudiated and cast upon the rebels all re- 
sponsibility for the loss of “our niggers.” 
They only became Radicals when a few 
white men were needed to hold the Gov- 
ernment Offices in Kentucky. Two years 
ago they were ready to fight if anybody 
suggested negro suffrage for Kentucky as 
one of their objects. Powerless in the 
State, with no just claim for services ren- 
dered to the negro, they demand his un- 
divided vote when they cannot even re- 
ward bim with a hope. If the negroes can 
be herded and driven to market by such 
speculators m Government _ patronage, 
without any rational pretext of gratitude 
or self-interest or public policy, who can 
reasonably expect the Kentucky feeling 
towards the negro elément in our politics 
to soften in the slightest degree? The 
U. 8. Government has done all it can or 
will do. If there is to be hereatter any 
improvement in the condition of the ne- 
groes ot Kentucky by legislation, it must 
come from the ia vor and confidence ot the 
local white population. By a truitless 
support of the Radical ticket the colored 
race will paralyze the influence ot all 
Democrats who might be disposed to do 
anything for it, Every man in the State 
who is jealous of the negro’s aspirations 
and regards him with animosity; is anx- 
fous for him to vote with the Radicals 
forever, 

Let it be understood that we are not 
bidding for the negro vote. The Demo. 
cratic party of Kentucky does not neil 
its assistance. The need of assistance is 
all on the other side and the bidding must 
come from that side. The points made in 
this article are only urged to show that his 
own political affiliations are to blame for 
the disfavor which the Radicals complain 
of in the negro’s behalf and artfully use to 
urge him on his course of suicidal error. 
A day will come when some glimmer of 
the truth will be let into the dark lodges 
and the spell by which the negroes are 
now controlled will be broken.
